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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James E. Armstrong on September 21, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 48 (currently amended): The water-resistant and moisture-proof paper of claim 47 
any one of claims 1 7 or 66 , wherein a penetration-proof layer is formed on a face of the paper 
substrates to be contacted with the resin composition and/or on a face of another counterpart 
paper substrate to be brought into contact with the resin composition. 

Claim 61 (currently amended): The water-resistant and moisture-proof paper of any one 
of claims 42, 43, or 44 op46, wherein said compatibilizing agent (C) is present in an amount of 
1 to 7 parts by weight. 
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Claim 67 (new): The water-resistant and moisture-proof paper of claim 66, wherein a 
penetration-proof layer is formed on a face of the paper substrates to be contacted with the resin 
composition and/or on a face of another counterpart paper substrate to be brought into contact 
with the resin composition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 28, 29, 31-40, 42-45, 47, 48, 50, 51, 53, and 55-67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 28, 29,31-40, and 60 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or 

suggest a resin composition having the three claimed components (A)-(C), a polyolefin, tackifier, 

and compatibilizing agent, in the claimed proportions, whereby the compatibilizing agent (C) 

does not have an acid modified polyolefin. 

Claims 42, 43, 45, 47, 48, and 50 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or 

suggest a water-resistant and moisture proof paper comprising at least the resin composition of 

claim 28. 

Claims 55-59 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method for 
producing paper comprising at least the resin composition of claim 28. 

Claim 44 is allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a paper comprising 
the claimed combination of the four resin components (A)-(D) and additionally a penetration- 
proof layer. 
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Claim 51 is allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of 
producing paper comprising a resin composition having the three claimed components (A)-(C), a 
polyolefin, tackifier, and compatibilizing agent, in the claimed proportions, and having 
additionally a (meth)acrylic resin coat layer. 

Claim 53 is allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of 
producing paper comprising a resin composition having the three claimed components (A)-(C), a 
polyolefin, tackifier, and compatibilizing agent, in the claimed proportions, and having 
additionally one or more penetration-proof layers. 

Claims 61-62 are allowed as proper multiple dependent claims. 

Claims 63 and 64 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a paper 
having the claimed resin composition (A)-(C) plus inorganic filler (D). 

Claim 65 is allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a paper having a 
layer of the claimed resin composition and having additionally at least a (meth)acrylic resin layer 
formed on the resin composition layer. 

Claims 66 and 67 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a paper 
having at least a (meth)acrylic resin layer formed on a layer of paper comprising the claimed 
resin composition. 
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Allowability of the claims is based on the combination of features recited, not just those 
features described above.
